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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims in a instant application should be 
given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re Person, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). Therefore, locking member 43 of Anderson is 
considered a plate as recited in the claimed invention and furthermore, Anderson discloses using cable 20 to attach to bone rather than 
suture. However, Anderson describled that it is known that bone anchor have been used primarily to attach suture material to bone (col. 
1, lines 58-60). Due to cable as describle in Anderson can be formed of pluriality of surture or filament. Applicant's arguments have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant's remarks and has maintained the grounds of 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Anderson for the same reasons as set forth in the final office action.
